Life in Peril. 
It was late last evening when Gen. 
Feax i-'iaz beoame convinced of tne 
advisability of seeking American pro- 
tection

ate, he made his way to the consul s 
otttce and informed Consul 
William 
W. Canada he had received informa- 
tion that his life 
was in 
peril. He 
told the consul'that a number of ins 
adherents had been put in jail... Gen. 
Diaz was accompanied to the consul- 
ate by Sandoval and Ocon, who also 
requested protection 
for themselves.

A Surprise. 
The fact that Genera! Diaz and two 
of his supporters were refugees on 
board the Wheeling was not discov- 
ered by the Mexican authorities until 
this morning. The flight took place 
after midnight, the three men taking 
taking the risk of an excursion over 
the roof tops, which were guarded by 
armed men, into the American consu- 
late.

When they arrived inside the room 
they asked that Consul William Can- 
ada be called.

from great excitement 
they assured

COUNTY CAN'T LEGALLY 


ORDER UNION PRINTING 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 28.—A county 
board has no legal right to pass a 
resolution directing all county print- 
In f? to bear the union label. 
This is 
the effect of an opinion rendered by 
Attorney General Owen to D. S. Law, 


district attorney of La Crosse county 
Mr. Law said that 
the 
La Crosse 
county board considered a resolution 
at its last meeting providing that all 
county printing, job or otherwise, 
should bear the union label. 
"The courts that have passed upon 
the question of one similar to it, have, 
without exception, come to the con- 
clusion that such a resolution may 
not be passed by a municipality," says 


the opinion. Several leading cases 
are then cited to substantiate that 
view. 


"Under the authorities I am con- 
strained to hold that no county boara 
has the right to pass the resolution," 
concludes the opinion, "as it is an 
unlawful restriction and in conflict 
with, the statutory requirements that' 
the proceedings of the county board 
be printed by the lowest bidder."

neglected. 


The watchword today on the farm 


is efficiency. The man who has tilled 
the same soil for a quarter of a cen 
tury or more, 'has come tb ' realizi 
that he has been an inefficient hus 
bandman, not because he has failec 
to work from sun to sun, year in anc 
year out, but because he lacked the 
knowledge of h.ow to win from the 
soil, the rewards to which he was en 
titled.

AN OBJECT LESSON. 


Despite the separation politically of 


Canada and the United States there 
is no doubt that their interests are 
common lo a very large degree if not 
economically. 
According 
to 
the 


Christian Science Monitor we have 
an object 'lesson of a striking charac- 
ter illustrative of this fact in the 
present international beef 
situation. 


With a duty on beef, 
the 
United 


States and Canada up to the enact- 
ment of the new tariff law on this 
side were on equal terms. 
The re- 


moval of the duty disturbed this bal- 
ance. 
Many in Canada hoped, and 


many in the United States feared, 
that this disturbance would result in 
the importation by the United States 
of Canadian catle in large .numbers. 
Both hope and fear have been real- 
ized, but the matter has not worked 
out at all as was expected. The ex- 
portation of cattle from Canada, that 
is, instead of being a benefit to the 
people of that nation, is contributing 
greatly to the high cost of living 
across the line, while in the United 
States the effect of Canadian beef im- 
portations 
upon 
the 
market 
has 


scarcely been felt. 


Within a few days following the 


enactment of the tariff law this news- 
paper 
contained a 
despatch 
from 


Washington 
summarizing a report 


from United States Consul Harvey at 
Port Erie, Ontario, in which it was 
stated that thousands of head of cat- 
tle were being exported to the United 
Spates from 
Canada. 
The consular 


statement went 011 to say: "They 
are young and thin, the majority be- 
ing valued at from $14 to $20 each. 
Farmers in New York. Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana will feed them un- 
til they are fit for beef." These 
young cattle are known to the trade 
as "feeders." 
Among 
several dis- 


patches 
corroborating 
the 
general 


fact set forth here, was another from 
Washington within the last few days 
recounting the receipt of intelligence 
from the Dominion to the effect that 
Canada would probably be compelled 
to remove her own import duty on 
cattle in order to compensate for the 
American drain on' her "feeders.'' In 
other words the tariff had /so affected 
the situation that Canada would prob- 
ably open her doors to American cat- 
tle, that the economic balance might 
be restored.

officers as the respondents. 
"The commission will undoubtedl 
;ake action at once on the Janesvil 
case," said Mayor Janies A. Father 
this afternoon, " and there is ever

railroad 
commission, after allowing for depre- 
ciation, valued the plant at $775,347, 
but the company has since expended 
a large sum for extensions and im- 
provements. 


Contentions of F'arties. 
The water company contended that 
the city, having required the company 
to make large extensions and additions 
since the vote on the purchase, has 
estopped itself from successfully con- 
tending that by such vote it irrevo- 
cably bound itself to take -and pay 
for the property. 


The city claimed that the vote was 
legally taken, that the use of the vot- 
ing machines was valid and that not 
a single voter was misled by the form 
of. the question, and noted the circuit 
judge's conclusion that it did not ap- 
pear the constitutional limit of in- 
debtedness would be exceeded if the 
plant were purchased.

We all know how to cook rice, at 
least we think we do; yet in looking 
over some of the recipes for the same 
I wonder if we could not improve in 
this line? 
L submit a few 
ways 
of 
cooking this nutritious food that may 
be beneficial to our readers. 
• For a' cup of rice 
that 
lias been, 
rinsed in cold water six cups of boil 
ing water should be provided, and 
this should be in a saucepan and at a 
galloping boil when the rice is turned 
into it. This rapid boiling should be 
kept up and the rice should not be 
stirred. Shake the saucepan occasion- 
ally, and if the rice seems inclined to 
stick, loosen it from the bottom with a 
a fork, but apart from that, leave it 
untouched until at the end of fifteen 
minutes you find that a grain of it is 
soft between your fingers. 
Take from the fire at once, drain off 
:he water (this water can be used 
ivitli seasoning, for soup) and either 
save the rice in the saucepan at the 
jack of the stove to dry off, or turn 
t into a colander, set this over a pot 
of hot water, throw a clean cloth over 
the rice, and allow it to steam until 
von are ready to use it. Every grain 
should be soft and tender and should 
lot stick together. 
If you never have 
eaten it this way you will be agree- 
ably surprised it you try it. This is 
he way it is cooked 
in the Chinese 


•estaut-ants as used in chop-suey. 
Here is a Swiss dish ot rice with a 


lieese sauce: 
Boil a cup of raw rice 


n three pints of slightly salted water 
or fifteen minutes. 
Pour off half of 
he water, and'put into the remainder 
I good tablespoon 
of butter 
and a 
inch of cayenne 
pepper and 
cook 
lowly until all the water is absorbed, 
lach grain should be swollen and 
tand whole. Let the rice dry for a 
ew minuteii, then shake it lightly and 
tir into it with a fork, so as not to 
rush the grains, three tablespoons of 
rated cheese. Turn into a deep dish 
nd serve at once. 
Here is one way the Spanish cook 
rice: 
One cup of rice 
cooked until 


tender, drain as directed in the other 
.recipes given for boiling rice. In a 
nttle bacon or pork dripping, fry two 
medium sized onions,, sliced, with two 
green 
peppers 
seeded 
and sliced. 
When they are soft add two cups of 
stewed tomatoes, to which you have 
put about a teaspoonful of "sugar—if 
they are very sour. Butter a pudding 
dish, put in the rice and tomatoes 
mixed, adding salt and pepper to suit 
the individual taste,, sprinkle crumbs 
over the top and bake covered for 
twenty 
minutes, then uncover and 
brown. This is a delicious dish if you 
do not get it too stiff. If it IB not quite 
soft enough add more of the tomatoes 
to the mixture. 


The water that you strain off rice 
can be used by adding more water to 
it and boiling a few stalks of celery 
in it for about ten minutes. This will 
make a very acceptable soup at a very 
small cost. You can also wash the 
tops of your celery and boil in water; 
add salt and pepper, a piece of butter 
and serve as a light soup.
